THE SUMMER SESSION FOR 
TEACHERS

Arrangements are now practic: 
ally complete for ithe Summer 
School for Teachers which will be 
held this year at the University 
of Alberta in July and August. 

The standard courses in agricul- 
ture and gardening, household art, 
fine and applied art, manual arts, 
first aid and physical training will 
be offered as heretofore. 

According to the regulations of 
the department of Education Brit- 
ishhand American teachers whose 
professional standing is recogniz- 
ed in Alberta are required to com- 
plete courses in History and Civ- 
jes, School Laws and Regulations 
and Geography and special refer- 
ence-to Canada in order to become 
fully qualified in the province. 

Several courses are being offer-- 
ed this year for the first time, 
Teachers who wish to specialize 
in primary work will have an opp- 
ortunity of securing more comple- 
te training in this field. This 
course will consist of lectures, de- 
monstrations and class discussions 
Special attention will be given mu- 
sic, dramatization, story-telling 
and games. Dr. Coffin of Calgary 
will have general charge of the 
instructions in this course. ” 

To meet the needs of teachers 
who may wish to further perfect 
themselves in oral French a course 
will be given wholly in this lang- 
uage. 

For the first time this year teach 
ers have the opportunity of qual- 
ifying for first class ~certificates 
at the Summer Session. Thre 
courses of unusual inteerst are be- 
ing offered—one in Educational 
Psychology, one in Administration 
and a third in Educational Prob- 
lems, « 

It has always been the boast of 
the director that the quality of in 
struction at the Summer Session 
has been of the highest character. 
This high standard will be main- 
tained during the coming session.
